Federal Judges Warrington. Hollis- 
ter and Cohchran. sitting at Coving- 
ton, Saturday, held that the State of 
Kentucky has the right to regulate the 
business of insurance companies with 
in the State and that the State can say 
whether such agents must be resi- 
dents. 

The opinion was the result of a sui* 
by Ben Adams against C. P. Thomas, 
State Insurance Commissioner of Ken- 
tucky, seeking an interlocutory injunc- 
tion to compel the State to issue a 
license to him to do business in Ken- 
tucky. At the time of the filing of the 
suit. Adams was granted an ap<peal to 
the Supreme Court and the temporary 
restraining order, granted at the timo 
of the hearing of the case, preventing 
Thomas from interfering in the con- 
duct of the business of Adams, contin- 
ued until May 5. 

i Adams in his suit scught to prevent 
Thomas from enforcing sections 14-16 
ol the Kentucky statutes wherein it 
provided that all agents of insurance 
companies doing business in Kentucky 
shall be bona -fide residents of the 
State.

It provides that the foodstuffs indus-

< xaction of more than fair prices. 

This is the nearest point to price- 
f xing that the resolution comes.
